- The third Character is: A good Subject will not only 
live and die with him, but will to the uttermoſt of his 
endeeyour, deſtroy the King's Enemies, and lay out his 
Life, his Eſtate, and his All, tor his Lord and Prince. Do 
but ſee bow they came to the King to tell him of his Kne- 
mies z ſee 2 Sam, 15. 31. And they told David, Achito- 
l 3s the Conſpirators, Sam. 16. 15, 16. This 
is the third Character. 
Ihe fourth Character is this: A good Subject is of a 
good and willing nature, ready to bring, run with 
Tidings to the King. Do but ſee what good Sub. 
had in his (treights, when his Rebellious Son, 
es (ome now-a-days would do) even purſu d him to 
death t No ſooner Joab, like a good Subject as he was had 
d the King's Enemies, but they ran to bear the 
King Tidings, 2 Sex. 18,19. and almoſt to the end of that 
Chapter, you may-fee how ready they ran to bear the
